EARLY AMERICAN CURRENCY. 
The work on American Currency, by Prof. 
Sumner, of Yale College, which has just been 
published, gives some curious facts in regard to 
the Colonial attempts to make money” with 


the printing press. It was not until 1690 that 
shinplasters were issued, Before that time, 


however, a jadicious use of a barter-currency 
had effectually rid the country of those banefu! 
metals, silver and gold. Whena debt could be 
paid in beaver-skins ani musket-balls (one of 

these passed for a farthing), and corn and 

almost everything else, specie was of course 

hoarded and kept out of circulation. All pro- 
ducts were madealegal-tender. In 1652, the“ pine- 
tree coinage” was established in Massachusetts. 

The law forbade its exportation. Bat wampum 

and other things circulated too. The worse 
currency drove out the better, and the silver 
was smuggled abroad. In 1690; war caused the 
emission of paper money. The fact has a moral. 
The army sent to Canada was to be paid out of 
the booty. It got none. To pay the soldiers, 

£7,000 was issued, in notes of from 5s. to £5, 
receivable for taxes. There was a feeble attempt 

to redeem these bills at once, but they were 
disposed of by the soldiery at one-third discount. 
The whole issue at this time was £40,000. Of 
this sum, £10,000 was burned at the Treasury 
in 1691. Future Secretaries of the Treasury, 
who ‘‘retire” greenbacks, will please no- 
tice this effectual safeguard against re- 
aue. In 1692, the General Court or- 
dered that the bills should be taken at 

the Treasury at 5 per cent advance over com, 

and promised to redeem them within twelve 
months. The paper was at par for twenty years 
thereafter. At about this time, Connecticut. 
merchants adopted a curious scale of prices. 
They sold their wares for pay,“ pay as 
money” money,“ and ‘‘trusting.” “Pay” 
was barter-currency at the legal rates. Pay as 


money was barter-currency at one-third dis- 


count. Money” was New England or Spanish 
coin, with wampum for small change. ‘' Trust- 
ing” wascredit. A knife worth 6d. in coin sald 
for 8d. in pay as money,” for 12d.in “pay,” 
and fer something more when credit was given. 

There Was war again in 1709, with the usual 
result of more paper. About £40,000 was 18 
sued. In 1711, 410,000 more were put forth. 
The-most stringent laws were passed to make 
this a legal-tender at par, but it depreciated, as 
a matter of course. The time of redemption 
was changed, from year to year. This unsettled 
values still more. A bank-currency founded 
on land was the next experiment. It failed. 
In 1715, Boston merchants petitioned for ‘‘ mare 
money.” The Assembly gave them more rags 


instead. It issued £100,000 of bills because 


bills were scarce.” By 1720, bills were scarce 
again. So more of them were set afloat. It 
is the old, old story, all over again. Inflation 
on inflation,—then a crash ‘and bankruptcy. 
A year afterwards, in 1721, a fresh lot of £100,000 
was thrown upon the market. At the same time, 
the buying and selling of silver was prohibited. 
In 1728, England obliged the Massachusetis Bay 
Colony to redeem this last sum. The Colony at 
once issued £60,000 in new notes. The stereo- 
typed reason justified it,—** because bills were 
scarce.” In 1739, bank-notes founded on land 
were again tried. The year after, a new bank 
issued bills redeemable in specie. Soon after, an 
act of Parliament closed both banks. In 1741, the 
Assembly issued £30,000 in shinplasters to pay 
the Government’s running expenses, much as 
we have been issuing greenbacks lately. 
Finally, when all the paper was at heavy dis- 
counts, the ransom of Louisburg enabled Mas- 
sachusetts to redeem her promises to pay. 
There was opposition to this deed of justice. It 
was said that trade would be ruined. Trade was 
ruined, but it was in Rhode Island and New 
Hampshire, which clung to their paper currency 
and saw their business absorbed by the “ silver 
Colony.” Just before this assumption of specie 
payments (1749-50), “shipbuilding and fisheries 


had declined and people were moving sway.” 


Business revived at once under the stimulus of 
specie. The Colony grew more prosperous 
daily. : 

In 1712, South Carolina issued paper promises 
to pay. War was the cause. The bills fell 
one-third the first year, and a half the second, 
and then sank steadily lower. The story of the 
Continental currency is threadbare, but Prof. 
Summer groups some fresh facts around it. 
When it was first proposed to issue the notes, 
Peletiah Webster argued in favor of taxation, 
but the Logan of the Continental Congress 
asked, in a white heat of wrath, whether that 
body would tax the people when it could go to 
the printing-office aud get a cart-load of money 
About 1780, the bills ceased to circulate.
